‘missionary crusade. ‘There can ba but 
one opinion as to the good results of a 
policy such as that we have suggested, 
Let all the light possible into the suspi- 
cious and frightened Chinese mind, and 
then the chances of getting light and air 
into the houses will be all the greater, 
These remarks bave been, suggested 
portly by the stories anent harsh ond 
rough treatment of the Chinese houss- 
holdera, and partly ‘by the ridiculous 
evidences of atupid ignorance on the 
part of many Obinese ag to the real 
aims and objects df the Govarnment in 
the present cleansing campaign. The 
Government should see to it that evéry 
encouragement be given to Chinese te 
clean their own houses—subject to 
inspeotion, of course, Such encutirage- 
ment, together with a full and free ox- 
planation of the objects to be kept in 
view in all sanitary improvements, will 
go fat, we think, to allay enspicioh and 
check ‘the exodus of natives from the 
Colony. ; :

In order the better to ‘give effect to the 
Public Health Ordinancs, the Governor 
{Sir G. William Dea Vooax) reconstituted 
the Sanitary Board, matorinlly increasing 
the unoflicial olcment, and giving the rate. 
payers the privilege of electing two geutle- 
men as their own: immiudiate ropresenta- 
tives, Unofficial mambom appointed and 
elected on the 11th June, 1888, were os 
follows :-—

On tho reconstruction of tho Board it 
was provided that its mootings should bo

~ From what is above atated it will be ap- 
poront that tho sowly.formed Sanitary 
Board was armed with very umpie powers, 
and that it entered upon its period of office 
with tho full knowledye of the urgent im- 
portance of effectively scavenging tho City. 
Although: this was tho case it would scom 
that this depaciment of the Board's work 
was never performed in the thorough man- 
ner which was abaolately necessary, for tho 
state of Taiping-shun at tha eut:.rcuk of 
tho plague, eo far as thu accumulation of 
garbage and filth is concerned, could not 
havo marked an improvemont un the cou- 
dition described by Mr Chadwick in 1881. 

Tho muoh uceded-byo-laws for regi 
ing the sauitary condition of conmun Jody: 
ing houses were not inady by the Board un- 
til 1891, aud wher thesa were approved by 
the Leyitlutive Council in Muy of that year, 
the date uf their coming into operation 
was, at tho instanco of the Board, deferred 
to the following year. It is allegod that 
reprosentutions on behall of the Chincso 
in opposition to the provisions of tho 
Public Health Ordinuuc: against over- 
crowding and thu possible interforonce with 
trade which would be caused by more 
activa interference on their part, uiainly 
influenced bath the Board and tho Govern- 
mons in this postponement of the operation 
of tha byo-laws in question, Nor, on the 
expiration of the stipulated periud of ana- 
pension, was tho Board found less averse 
to tho assumption of tho respunsibility’ of 
delaying the enforcement of its own reguia- 
tious against overcrowding, for-at—its-re—} 
quest tho date of the operation of the2a7 
byo-lawa was again deferred by the Legisla- 
tive Council—with whut result this’ policy 
has boon attended your’ Excellency is, un- 
happily, only too well acquainted, The 
reaponsibility for this failure to carry out 
one of the most easantial requirements of 
the Pablic Health Ordinuncy. seems to be 
divided between tho Sanitary Board :nd. 
tlie Government. * . 

Tho legislative steps would scem to havo 
been wisely tnken, but they were allowed 
to fall into abeyance by a lack of prompt 
administzative and subordinate action, 

It has genorally heen undeoratood, end 
there is zoud reason for believing the stato- 
ment, that the Sanitury Board hos been 
well. sarved by its inspéctors, who have not 
failed to report upoy tho insanitary cundi- 
tion of the Oity, and therefore the Vom- 
mitttee do not wish it tu.by supposed that 
they izaply any consure of theav inspectors. 


Indeed, it has buon frequently stated—and | 
the Committee pray your Excelloncy to in- } 


vestigate the statemont -that tha Sanitary 
Board had nomerous reports and complainte 
in refercuce to sanitary matters. Iu the 
interests of tho public thisallegation should, 
in tho opinion of the Chamber, be thorough- 
ly sifted, and information be ufforded to tho 
public as to what action was taken by the 
Bonrd in each cnse brought to its notice, 
With regard to the drainage of the City, 
thera is a wide-apread balief—but the 
Ohamber‘has no means of verifying it-—that 
the scheme, ag drawn up by Mr Osbert 
Ohadwiok, endorsed by Mr J. M.. Price, 
the late Surveyor General, tad approved 
by the Governmont, has not been curried 
outon the original lines, and that tha se- 
parate system has boon more generally ap- 
plied than was intonded ; upon thia point it 
is desirable that the publio shuuld be 
thoroughly ‘enlightened, In Decembor 
1890, tho unofficial mambers uf the Logis- 
lative Council, ia a taemorandum regarding 
the estimates for Publio Works Extraor- 
dinary for 1891, sounded a note of warning 
‘on this aubject to the following effeot t=» 


‘We do not feal satistiod that tho enor 
, taoua expanditure of $282,500, already 
voted, on the aewerage of Victoria was 
a desivable ono. to incur, but as the 
work has beon commenced and has 
therefore to bo gone on with, we do 
not disapptave of. the daoision of Goy- 
ernment to ssnotion aod carry out Mr 
Osbert Chadwick's proposals and plans, 
but wo oro now of. opinion that it 
would have been better. when auch de- 
cision was approved of by the Council 
that itshould have been arrived at in 
such a manner as would have guarded 
against any possibility of aby changes 
in and departures from these plana by 
a change of officers.’. 


In tho opinion of the Committee, before 
adopting the separate aystem of drainage 
for the Chisioso' town, tho viows of experi- 
eneed resident ongineers, familiar with the 
habits of the Chinese, ought to have been 
ascertained.

Yo this 1 objeoted, urging that the Board 
should consist uf three Officials only, cirect- 
ly respoouible to the Govorament for the 
sanitation of the city, and that the intradue- 
tion of the elective element would weaken 
the cfcienoy of the Roard without sgouring 
any correspotiding advantage. 

Wo have already had experience in the 
working of the existing Board that the pre- 
aenoe of Unefliciai Menibers, out-voted by 
Officials, and Pewericns for exeoutive pur- 
poses, has merely gesuited.in un overtlow of 
debate and waste of valuable tine, 

But I object to the proposal for Unofficial 
elected Members chiefly because, while they 
would io all oases be out-vuted aud power- 
lese, their preseoce at. the Board, aad the 
sanction given by their votes when, in ac.

MEMORANDUM AY T. WH. WHITEAEAD IW RE 
COLLEGE OF MEDICINE FOR CHINESE, 


A College of Medicine for Chinese is un- 
doubdtedly a very desirable institution, and 
the gratuitows and invaluable services 
rendered in connection therewith by the 
Europein medical practitioners in the co- 
lony are deserving of the most hearty com- 
mendation, The College merits support 
and-encourggomont, as it is probably the 
beat means of teaching and making pro- 
gress in Western medicine, bat there ara 
public buildings requiring to. be con- 
structed,-furmure necessary, These have 
@ ptior claim to the College of Medicine. I 
réfer toauch na the Post Office, which is 
unsuitable, absolutely inadequate for pre- 
sent réquirenents, and unworthy of the 
{colony, horé are other ‘public buildings 
in no better condition, such a3 the Supreme 
Court House, the Land Office, the Harbour 
Master's Office, &e. Uniil the colony's 
financial position permits of the construc- 
tion of 6 suitable Post Officean absolutely 
necessary building, which ie unquestionably 
far moro urgent, and has a prior claim over 
all other new public buildings—I am de- 
cidedly oppused ta the Government grant- 
ing from the pubiic. funda an endowment 
of $40,100 to the College of Medicine, 

I would be in favour of the Goveroment 
givin for a College one of the many auit- 
able and available sites it- haa at its dig 
posal, now lying fallow. If a Collego is 
considered essentially necessary by the com- 
munity, while the colony's financial position 
does not warrant tho expenditure of $40,000 
thereon, ratepayers would no doubt ba 
found to raise by public subvaription tho 
required sua, estimated at $25,000, to da 
fray the cost of conetruction, When this 
is done, and ifthe Hon. E. R. Belillos is 
not.disposed to renew his generous offer, 
and endow the College to the extent of 
$49,600, thea I would aupport the incorpo+ 
rativa of the Collego, and, if necessary, an 
annual moderate voto from tha public funds 
towards ths muintenance of the inotitutiun,

MEMORANDUM BY HON, J, #, BELL-IRVING, 


With reference to Mr Bolilios’ offer ra. 
garding’ a Ocllege of Medicine for the 
Chinens, while appreciatiag its liberality, 
Lam not of opinion that it is advisable for- 
the Government to accept itin its present 
form. If tho Government considers that 
atch an institution - is essential to tha co- 
lony, and if Mr Belilios is ready to-modify 
the terms which be has proposed, I would 
auggeat that the course, which I underatand 
is cnetomary in moat parts of tho world, 
should be puratied, namely, that the Go- 
yornment should furnish 4 suitable site, and 
that Mr Belilios shauld put up tho building 
and provide the enduwment. Shauld, how. 
ever, that gentleman nut conssat to this, 
and if, I repeat, the Government aftor full 
consideration of tho matter is ‘convinced 
that such 4 College is absolutely necessary 


to the welfare of the colony, I would then 
suggest that they should erect the buildiag 
und without providiug any endowment 
spend for its requiremonts from $1,600 to 
$2 090 per annum, sum which represents 
Mr Belilioe’ proposed endowment capitalized 
at from 4 pureent to5 percent.

I concur generally with Mr Bolilios in 
his views ag expressed in hig lotter of the 
18th instant to the Colonial Secretary. 1 
do not agree with my other unofficial col- 
leagues that a new Post Offica or a Coort- 
house or any other public building is of as 
much importance asthe College of Medicioe 
for the Chinese, We are daily complaining 
of the ignorance of tho Chinoso in aunitary. 
and medical science, and we aro trying onr 
beat by very drastic messuros and af enor- 
mous snerifice to orudicate from our widest 
such filth disease like the plague, whioh is 
doing imimeuse har to the trade of this 
colony and its prosperity, It is just: such 
an institutiun like tae College of Medicine 
we went to aid us in sproading the nogea- 
sary medical knowledge among tho hotter 
lias of the Chinese, in order to get them 
to co-operate intelligently with us io ad- 
venoing the sanitary condition of this 
colony, and, witbout such assistance render- 
ed willingly, it would be well-nigh impos- 
sibla to make eny headway.
